thorities redoubled their efforts to- 
day to capture the bandit who last 
night held up and robbed the mail 
ear of Southern railway train No. 11 
from Charleston to Columbia, just as 
the train reached the latter place. 


Aided by the local police, special 


officers of the railroad company were 
scouring the country for the robber, 
•but so far no trace of him has been 
found. The officers were hampered in 
their search because of the lack of an 
adequate 
description of the robber. 


C. E. Ttfomas, the

clerk, 


could only describe the an as masked 
and about five feet eight inches tall. 


Another difficulty is the fact that 


the bandit, after robbing the train, 
escaped some time before the search 
could be undertaken, although 
the 


robbery was reported 
immediately 


»fter the train arrived in Columbia. 


*, Boarding the train just as it en- 
tered the city limits, the robber f lour- 
Ished a revolver, ordered Thomas to 
stand with his face to the wall and, 
miter quickly securing several sacks 
of registered, mail, jumped off the 
train and made off, some time before 
the train reached the station.

investigations in the case,. as I had 
the honor to inform you in my note 
of the 28th of February, the result of 
the investigations made by the local 
authorities (at Chihuahua) 
shows 


that it is true that said Mr. Bauch! 
was arrested in Chihuahua, charged 
with being an enemy to the constitu- 
tionalist cause; but later on, he was) 
released, the authorities at Chihua- 
hua having at present no knowledge 
of his whereabouts. 
However, I am 


very pleased to Inform you that th« 
first chief wishes to have a very com- 
plete and detailed investigation mad* 
of this matter for the satisfaction of 
the department of state and for his 
own satisfaction and so that your1 
government may see his good wjll to 
take into consideration any represen- 
tation made to him in the proper! 
manner, and therefore he has ordered! 
the case of Mr. Gustav Bauch to b« 
taken up by the special commission 
appointed to investigate the Ben ton!

JURY IN LECGE 


CASE COULD NOT 


REACH VERDICT 


The jury iu the l)r. C. P. Legge 


trial reported at 11 o'clwk Friday 
morning that an agreement was im- 
possible, after six %jid a Jialf hours' 
dellbera</>n. 
The jurors were dis- 


charged by the court. It was report- 
ed that from the first to the last bal- 
lot taken the jurors were seven for 
conviction and five for acquittal. 


The jury retired at 4:30 Thursday 


afternoon, after receiving the charge 
from Judge Fulton. The jurors were 
excused for an hour at 5:30, resum- 
ing deliberations later which continu- 
ed until 10 o'clock, when Judge Ful- 
ton excused them until Friday morn- 
ing, with a warning that they were 
not to listen to any discussion of the 
case nor to discuss it themselves out- 
side the jury room. 


Friday morning at 9 o'clock they 


resumed 
consideration 
of the evi- 


dence. 
At 10 o'clock Judge Fulton 


permitted them to come to the court 
room while he granted their request 
by reading to them the alleged dying 
declaration of the McAudrews girl, 
excepting those parts which the court 
had excluded with orders that the 
jury was not to consider them. Af- 
ter hearing this, they returned to 
their room and continued delibera- 
tions. 


J. R. Fitzgibbon of counsel for the 


defendant said "I voice the sentiment 
of my colleagues Messrs. A. A. Stasel 
and H. C. Ashcraft when, I say we 
were greatly disappointed as we be- 
lieve we were entitled to an acquittal 
under the evidence.'' 


Speaking to the Advocate at the 


conclusion of the 
case 
one of Dr. 


Legge's attorneys said: 


"Evidence presented by the defense 


is believed to have established suffi- 
cient doubt of the defendant's guilt 
in the minds of jurors as to be a 
considerable point in his favor. The 
contention that Dr. Legge's treatment 
of the McAndrews girl was the course 
that

physician 
and 
surgeon 


would pursue in a similar emergency 
case, is held by the defendant's coun- 
sel to have been amply supported in 
the testimony.'' 


Prosecutor J. Howard Jones made 


the following statement Friday af- 
ternoon:

ESCAPES DEATH 


IN KERN FIRE; 


KILLED BY CARS 


Oilaado McDowell, uged about 40, 


who wa« believed to have been burn- 
ed to death la the Kern hotel flre 
but who turned up later, was in- 
stantly killed by a train near Cen- 
tial City sometime during (he night, 
his body being discovered at daylight 
Friday. 


McDowell's 
body 
was 
horribly 


crushed and mangled. His head was 
crushed off, leaving his nose 
and 


chin only, and practically every bone 
in his body .vas broken. 


The body was found along the 


tracks about daylight Friday by sec- 
tion men, wh3 notified the B. & 0. 
offices here. Bazler & Bradley, un- 
dertakers, were ordered to bring the 
body to their morgue where Coroner 
Wiyiarch made an examination of 
the body. 


McDowell has been well known to 


many Newark people, having resided 
in this locality for a number of years. 
He was a laborer and worked about 
the city during the summer. 


In January, a few nights before 


the fire at the Kern hotel he had 
registered there and when one of 
the five victims remained unidenti- 
fied for nearly a 
week, 
friends 


thought it might be McDowell. There 
was some doubt about the identity 
until McDowell turned up a couple of 
weeks later, having been in Tiffin. 


Through the efforts of the police 


department he was received at the 
county infirmary where he remained 
until Thursday. He left the institu- 
tion intending to come to Newark. 


Thursday night, some one in New- 


ark notified the infirmary that Mc- 
Dowell was hiding in a barn west of 
the city and that he claimed the po- 
lice were after him.

Control of child labor and the labor of 
women iu factories where I tie prod- 
ucts of such factories enter interstate 
commerce is one of the definite re- 
forms of the future. 
We cannot suy 


when legislation will pass giving na- 
Uoual control to woman and child la- 


bor, but it is coming. 


All the time it Is becoming more pop- 


ular. Every investigation which shows 
the neglect of states regarding child 
labor and which shows where women 
are compelled to work for many hours 
gives the movement for national con- 
trol added Impetus. Coupled with this 
legislation is likely to be a provision 
fixing a minimum wage which corpora- 
tions shall pay women and children 
employed in factories whose products 
go into interstate commerce. 


Many strong constitutional 
argu- 


ments have been made against using 
the interstate commerce clause of the 
constitution 
to interfere 
with 
the 


rights and duties of states, but gradu- 


' ally it has been shown that the inter- 
! state commerce regulation can be made 


to cover almost anything which re- 
formers think necessary to Improve 
the conditions of the people. 


Baveridge a Pioneer. 


Former Senator Beveridge of Indi- 


ana was a pioneer in the effort to se 
cure legislation for the control of child 
and female labor. He made strong ar- 
guments in fnvor of the legislation 
and brought forth several constitution- 
al heavyweights in opposition. There 
never was a vote taken on his bill or 
any similar bill, but the prospects are 
that when a rote is reached on sorile 
one of the bills pending a majority 
will support it In both houses. 
Sena- 


tors Borah of Idaho and Kenyon of 
Iowa are the most active workers In 
this movement, and they get results. 


Pure Fabric Billc. 


Congressman Lindquist of Michigan 


was elected largely upon the-issue of 
obtaining legislation 
requiring pure 


fabrics in cloths and leather goods. 
He has introduced a bill to that effect 
and so have others.-among them Vic- 
tor Murdock. the Progressive leader. 
Mr. Lindqulst finds it much easier to 
promise thau to get congress to per- 
form. For many years General Gros- 
venor of Ohio tried to pass a similar 
bill, but never made any headway. 
This bill is another that proposes to 
make fabrics pure by provisions sim- 
ilar to the pure food law. Of course 
it can apply only to goods 'shipped 
over interstate commerce lines. 


More Game Preserve*. 


Congressman 
Kent 
of 
California 


would encourage more game preserves 
in this country by having' all state pre- 
serves placed under the protection of 
the national government. He is seek- 
ing legislation to that effect and be- 
lieves that if it should pass several 
states now having game preserves 
will turn them over to the general gov- 
ernment. 


A Taxing Hardship. 


Congressman Morgan of Oklahoma 


has brought prominently before ron- 
gress a taxing hardship which several 
states in the former Indian country 
have to undergo. He provides iu a bill 
for the payment to Oklahoma of £20. 
000.000 in compensation for taxe* 
which the state cannot <-ollect upon tin- 
taxed Indian lands. There are thou- 
nauds of acres of rich and profitable 
lands in former Indian reservations, 
t.-iken by the Indians under the allot- 
ment act and which cannot l>e taxed by 
the inunicipaiitie'i or the states. How- 
ever, it is not likely that the govern- 
ment will attempt to compensate the 
states for such losses. 


Vigorous Labor Advocate. 


Concressman Lewis of Maryland, 


chairman of the committee "U lal»:r. 
is no less a vigorous advocate of tbe 
workingmnn'.s interest than Congress- 
man (now Secretary) Wilson, whom 
he su-—eeds.

PAY BIG RANSOM

El Paso, Texas, March 6.—General 


Terrazas has until next Sunday to 
pay the 500,000 pesos ransom for his 
son Luis, who is held bv the rebel 
general, Francisco Villa at Chihuahua. 
This sum is equal to $-3,000 Ameri- 
can gold, but the once multimillion- 
aire of Mexico has not 
that 
much 


left, according to his friends. 


The letter demanding the money 


was dated March 3 and stated that if 
the ransom were not paid within five 
days Luis would be ''taken south" 
with General Villa. 
This threat, General Terrazas con- 


strued in only one viaj and that is 
that his son will fall a victim to the 
notorious fugitive law if the money 
is not forthcoming. 


Under the convenient provisions of 


"Ley Fuga" the prisoner is always 
shot "while trying to escape." 


General Terrazas is eighty years 


old and is greatly shaken by the peril 
to his son. The latter has been a 
prisoner for several months and has 
already submitted to the extortion of. 
$(550,000 American gold to save 
his 


life. 


It is probable that George C.

years old. Mrs. Ellis was a beauti- 
ful woman and the mother of two 
little daughters, Eleanor and Violet, 
8 and 2 years old respectively. 


Ellis killed his wife in their hotel 


room sometime in the night of Oct. 
15 or the early morning hours of Oct. 
16. He was found with the body 
the afternoon of Oct. 16. Ellis was 
then clad in his trousers, under gar- 
ments and his wife's kimono. 
Mis 


neck and wrists were bloody where 
he had slashed himself with a pen- 
knife. 
He was trying to light 
a 


cigar and his first act was to ask the 
house detective for a match. 


Mrs. Ellis' body was lying on the 


bed in its nightdress—it was stone 
cold. Several bullets had been fired 
into her left side and her throat had 
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been cut from side to side down to 
the spinal column, the window cur- 
tain, telephone receiver, bureau and 
chairs and other objects handled by 
Ellis during the long hours he pass- 
ed alone with the corpse were blood- 
ied by his fingers. 


Ellis' first assertion was that the 


killing was the result of a suicide 
agreement entered into by his wife 
and himself because of his business 
troubles. 
He insisted that she had 


killed herself and that he had then 
attempted to kill himself but had 
failed. 
The tragedy took place, he 


said, after they had decided that life 
was hopeless for them. 


Ellis' story began to break down 


when the story of his jealousy 
of 


Cauldwell escaped him. Before the 
coroner's jury he stated formally, af- 
ter witnesses bad testified that Mrs. 
Ellis' wound could not have 
been 


self-inflicted, that he had killed his 
wife as she lay in bed unsuspecting* 
ly. He declared that she was "the 
best and purest woman in 
the 


world," and that he had no reason to 
suspect her. 
Denials were received 


from Cauldwell in Canada that he 
had been in communication 
with 


Mrs. Ellis and Ellis was taken to the 
jail hospital. 
His wounds proved to 


be slight. 


Before leaving the coroner's jury 


room Ellis asked to be permitted to 
take a farewell look of his wife'? 


body. 
He was brought to where It 


lay on the undertaker's slab and re- 
peatedly he pressed his lips to those 
of the corpse. 
Ellis' story to the 
coroner's jury of how he lay alt 
night after the murder kiwing «nd 
fondling the corpse of his slain wife, 
until it grew cold and rigid In his 
arms, was so gruesome as to'horrify 
his auditors. Throughout the recital 
he sat, dazed, dull and stupefied as 
if overwhelmed by his deed. 


Soon after he began to regain his 


health in the jail hospital, however. 
Ellis expressed a desire.to liv* "for 
the sake of his children," and It be- 
came 
apparent that his counsel 


strenuously would resist conviction 
for murder. 


Prominent among those who at- 


tended the trial were the 77-yeara- 
old father of Mrs. Ellis, and his ven- 
erable wife, who were 
roused 
to 


make the journey from Cincinnati 
for the purpose of defending 
the 


reputation of their daughter, attack- 
ed in Ellis' assertion of his jealousy. 


The "transitory insarUy" defense, 


later modified to "psychic epilepsy." 
was fiercely attacked 
by alienists 


called by the state. 


A tragic moment in the trial wait 


when a copy of a telegram signed 
"E. H. Ellis," and sent to Fred 
Cauldwell, was read. The message 
said that the sender would be In 
Chicago for a few days.
